there ſo ſoon as they are Born. The pure part is con- 
veyed to the Vena Cava, or hollow Vein, and by it di- 
ſtributed throughout the Body by the ſmall Veins, which 
like ſmall Rivulets paſs to every part of it. This Blood 


is accompanied, with a certain watry ſubſtance, as all, - 


Blood is better to conveigh it through the Paſſages it is 
run in, which, as in Men is breathed out by Sweating, © 
and contained in the Amnios as I told you before. 1

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l fottiſh they are, to think a Child Born with a Caul on his 
bead, muſt needs do wonders, cujus contrarium eſt 
wverum. Nay, ſo much Vertue remains in the Caul it 
ſelf, that it will perform as great Acts as Hercules in his 
twelve Eabours, abate me but his fetching Cerberus out 
of Hell. Whereas (as I told you) it is only a piece of 
- the Amnios. If you find it upon the Child's head, you 
| ſhall miſs it there; if you mils it upon the Child's head 
you may find it there. And the reaſon why ſome Chil- 
dren come into the world with their brows crowned with 
it, is weakneſs, which is an Argument of ſhort life, 
And ſuch an Argument as ſeldom fails. Well then, whe- 
ther the Child come with this, or without it, fo ſoon 
| as it hath made its Exie, or is freed from its Mother, 
conſider whether the Child be weak or ttrong. I told 
J. _ you before that both Vital and Natural Spirit was com- 
municated by the Mother to the Child by its Navel ſtring. 
I the Child be weak, gently put back part of the vi- 
tal and Natural Blood into the body of the Child by it's 
Navel, for that recruits a weak Child. It the Child be 
ſtrong, you may forbear. Thus you have the time; 
only this, let me tell you, that many Children that are 
Born ſeeming dead, may be inftantly brought to life, 
if good means be uſed, in which caſe, take this for one 
(you may alſo uſe it if the Child be very weak) v7. 
Cruſh out fix or ſeven drops of Blood out of the part of 
the Navel ſtring which is cut off, and give it the Child

About which Authors make ſomething to do; and 

JF -_ our Midwives at preſent can ſcare agree. 
Tᷓhbe diftance the Navel ſtring ſhould be cut off, from 
the Childs Body, /Errvs Lib. 4. cap. 3+ preſcribes ta 
82 be tour fingers breadth. A wooden Direction, beeauſe 
 - Midwives fingers differ fo much in breadth. We will 
imagine he means four inches. The Ancients jumped. 
generally in that opinion. Miz a'fts was in this point a 
little critical, and yet an hone!t Man, and his Criticiſms 
begat ſome errors in ſome Modern Writers, and in our 
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Midwives at preſent. _ Hence (as I ſuppoſe } it comes 
to paſs that Midwives (if Spigelius ſpeak truth, or others 


_ _ who are but his Apes ) leave a longer part of the Navel- 


ſtring of a Male than they do of a Female, and there 


_ fuppoſed reaſon is this, Becauſe in Males they would have 


the Inſtrument of Generation long, that ſo they may- 


not be Cowards in the Schools of Venus. But the Fe- 
males, they cut it ſhorter, and that they think forſooth 


makes them modeſt, and their Privities narrower. This 
Fpigelius and all our Modern Writers jeer at. His words 
tranſlated verbatim are theſe ; Imuſt make my ſelf merry 
with this Opinion; for if it were in the power of Women 
ro make the Privities 2 or leſſer by cutting off the 


Wavel-flring,in ſober ſadneſs,all Women Labour ing with 
Child, would complain of Midwives, and that deſervedly 
oo, becauſethey left them not a great part of their Na- 


wel-ſtrings when they were Born, that ſo their Privities 
Being large, they might be Delivered with the more eaſe, 
Thus Spigelius, and all the reſt harp upon the ſame ſtring. 

Mizaldus orders it to be cut long both in the Male and 
Female Children; his reaſon is, becauſe the Inſtruments 


of Generation follow the proportion of it. And there- 


fore if it be cut too ſhort in the Female, it will be a hin- 
drance to her having Children. Jaiſnier, a Famous 


Aſtronomer affirms theſame thing. Let no Men prat- 


tle to me of impoſſibilities: If there be not an Harmony 
in Nature, how can it conſiſt? If Nature Formed the 
whole Child by the Navel ſtring in the Womb, is her 


wits fo far run a wool gathering, that ſhe can do nothing 
by it afterwards? They ſay it dies, and therefore is 
--madeinvalid ; when as the ſelf conceitedneſs of their own 
Brains makes their Judgment fo invalid, that like A/op's 


Crow, they think themſelves to be an Eagle, when 'tis 


no ſuch matter. Mialdus made Dame NATURE, 


They Dr. IGNORANCE the Baſis or Foundation 


of their judgments. 


| Let them tell me a Reaſoa,

Beſides, I will quote you one or two things more out 


of Mizaldus, and all upon two Premiſes.

2. A piece of the Navel ſtring of a Child Born a- 
bout one, ſo that it touch his kin ( Mialdus ſaith you 
may wear it as a foyle in a Ring) defends him that bears 
it, both from the Falling ſickneſs and Convulſions ; 
both which I have known and tried, as alſo the former. 
He faith further, That it defends him from Witches and 
Devils, which how true it is, let“ time determine; the 
Man was honeſt, and honeſt Men uſually tell the truth. | 
And if the Rabbies in our tunes Studied the Sympathies 
of Nature but half ſo much as they Study to get Money, 
our Phyſicians would be able, whereas now they are 
covetous: They miftook PRIVATE for PUB 
LICK Good: and that's the Bane of a Common- 
wealth, and the only way they make you and yours, 


firſt Fools, ſecondly Slaves. But enough of this. 


| Il. The Manner. | 

1 intreated you before to note whether the Child were 
weak or ftrong. If the Child be weak, and Born almoſt 
Dead, put back (as I told you before) the blook which 
you ſhall uſually find flow back by the Umbilical Vein, 
and the Vital Spirits, wiuch you ſhalt uſually find flow 
back by the Umbilical Arteries; and do it by degrees too, 
and very gently; for Nature goes ſoberly to work in what 
ſhe doth, and hates rafhnels; to ought a Midwife to do, 


it ſhe will be her Servant. 


So you ſhall perceive the Child which ſeemed like a 
dead creature before, inſtantly to be refreſhed and awak- 
ed like a Man out of ſleep. If the Child ſeem very luſty 
and ſprightful , ſtop the Navel-{tring near its Navel, 
that fo neither Blood nor Vital Spirits, may retire, and 
that's the way to keep a 1 lutly when it is ſo» The 
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watiit of obſervation of theſe rules, deſtroys many a 
Child. I bave candidly. delivered my own Opinion, 
and what Truth God hath revealed to me herein, and 


am free from the Blood of all thoſe that through neglect 
;are loſt this way. Having premiſed this, let the ligature 


the binding, left the binding unlooſe; And let Prieſts 
prattle what they will of the Soul, if the Vital Blood re- 
tire back through the Navel, Life will follow it, and leave 
the Soul behind to pick Straws. It is the Spirit of Man 
is the Life thereof, and not only of Man, but of Beaſts 
and Plants. And the Spirit is nought elſe but the Com- 
municat ions of the God-head to it in a natural way, as 
I ſhewed you before, P/al. 104. 29, 30. You need 
not fear to bind the Navel-ftring very hard, becauſe it 
is void of ſenſe: and that part of the Navel ſtring which 
Fou leave on, falls off its own accord, in a very few 
days; The whole courſe of Nature being now changed in 
the Child, it having another way ordained to nouriſh it 
ſelf. With what Inſtrument you cut it of, it matters 
not, provided it be ſharp, and you do it cleverly. The 
piece of the Navel-{tring that falls off, let it not touch 


the ground, remembring what before I told you, and 


you may keep it for thoſe uſes if you pleaſe ; if not, I 
cannot help ir. If you mind your Neighbours good fo 
much as I do yours, you will do it. a

The Navel- ſtring being cut off, apply a little Cotton

. ._ took his Tole twice. The greateſt of evils will certainly 
foo the comming in of the cold into the body of the 


Child that way. When that part of the Navel-ſtring 
which you left remaining, is fallen off, it is the uſual cu- 
mom of Midwives to put a piece of a burnt ragg to it, 

which we commonly call Tinder, I would rather adviſe 


them 


or binding be very ſtrong, neither cut it off very near 7

it, becauſeof its drying quality. The curſe of God upon 
Women, for their firſt fin lies more heavily. upon them 
than it doth upon Beaſts; for they licking it with their
